His greatest work was in 
the development of the New York 
World, which he acquired from Jay 
Gould in 1883. building up a circu­ 
lation which had no rival until the 
advent of the Hearst newspapt'r.<, 
and proving an important factor in 
the pre.'^idential election of Grovei 
Cleveland. 
He gave $1,000.000 to 
Columbia university for the building 
and endowment of a school of jour­ 
nalism. 
He died October 9. 1911.
